THE FAST or AB AND THE SABBATH OF, COMFORT. 


The close juxtaposition of the Fast of Ab and the Sabbath of Comfort 
carries with it a valuable lesson which is characteristic of all J ewish history and : 
The Fast of Ab is full of mournful associations. Twice in the history : 


doctrine. 


of the nation the ninth of Ab has been the occasion of the destruction of the 


. Temple—the visible symbol of national existence. Unlike most other nations, 


the Jews still preserve the memory of the destruction of their hopes dnd the Fast 
of Ab comes asa perpetual reminder of the loss of national unity. For'cen- 
turies it has been the day when the patriotism of the Jew bemoaned the 
extinction of the glorious hopes that had been the leading stars of Israel. To 


the practical Jew of the present day it comes as something more than a mere — 
occasion of fasting and wailing. It should remind him that there is still work 


to be done which may one day crown the long striving of ages. The sug- 
gestions that have been made for the regeneration of Palestine are something 
more than the mere dreams of enthusiasts, and are more substantial than the vain 
aspirations of mystics. Thus the grief for the fall of the Temple and all which 
that disaster implied may be mingled to-day with the slow dawning of a practical 
hopo forsome compensation for that loss. We,too, can remember thatin the present 
age the truth for which we have striven and suffered is gradually becoming recog- 

nized by all the nations. It is a satisfaction—inexprossibly sweet—to think that 
the tortures and buffets of the middle ages have not been without their reward. 

The truths for which we have foughtso valiantly are gloriously winning their way 
to dominion over the moral consciousness of mankind. This consolation amid 
aflliction—this union of hope and despair—meets us at all the turning points of 
Jewish history. There is not a period of dark persecution that ie not modified 
by a gleam of liberal treatment in some other quarter of the globe. Ifolland 
and Turkey onco compensated for Spain ; and now Spain in her turn compen- 
sates for Russia and Roumania. It is a remarkable instance of the prophetic 
foresight of the Jewish doctors that they have represented this eternal lesson of 
Isracl’s history in their arrangement of the ritual. Yesterday we bemoaned the 
fall of Jerusalem and the loss of all our hopes. To-morrow we shall hear the 
inspiriting words of the prophet, “Comfort ye, comfort ye my people’® 
(Isaiah xl, 1), in tha ZZaphtorah whence this Sabbath takes its name. The 
lesson is a valuable one and, wo think, characteristically adapted to the Jewish 
nature. It is not tle nature of the Jew to sit. with folded arms and to bemoan 


his fate, but to seck for a practical means of bettering his condition and of 


retrieving his losses. It is this feeling which should inspire a nation that has

In Mr. Samuel Sharpe England has lost a man remarkable in many waye. 
Without any very great gifts either of erudition or of critical power, he effected 


by means of industrious perseverance, work considerable in quantity and sterling © 
in qualily on the subject of Holy Scriptures He is one of the few men of this or— 


any other age who has propria manu translated the whole of the Bible. Jerome, 
Tyndale, Luther and Dr. Benisch have done the samo feat before him, it is true. 
Bat the fact that he had predecessors docs not devar hig) from the recognition 
due to such a meritorious performance, This is pre-eminently the age of 
Biblical science and Mr. Sharpe has aided in many ways in the establishment of 
a scientific treatment of the Bible in Kagland. He wasalways ready to welcome 
light from whatever quarter it was to be obtained. In his “ History of Egypt " 


he compiled a very useful aecount of that aucient kingdom the history of which 


has.so many points of contact with Biblical history. By private munificence he 


was always ready to assist in any investigation that was likely to result in any 
_ addition to our knowledge of the Bible, Aud his interest in the Jows did not cease, - 
as.it Bo frequently does, with the first century, By occasional contributions to our 


columns he displayed a lively interest in the contemporary annals of English 
Judaism.

-gubsisted the major part of the year upon the fish cast ashore by the periodical 
inundation of the Nile. Some Rabbis also explain that the word 3M means — 
-withont religious restraint, that the Israelites referred to the circumstance 
that in Egypt they could eat fish without religious restraint. Rashi points out that — 
it is unlikely that the Egyptian taskmasters who denied to the Hebrew slaves straw 


wherewith to make their tale of bricks should have permitted them to take fish for 
naugbt. Nehemiah mentions among the profanations of the Sabbath by the Jews 


that they bought fish on the Sabbath day fromthe men of Tyre, There are 


several texts in the New Testament which indicate that fish was a favourite 


food in the days of the Apostles, Thoro are aleo similar references in the

THE ANTI-JEWISH AGITATION IN GERMANY, |

valued it less than bis honour, Qn account of the extremely dangerous wounds, 
the Court sentenced Goldschmidt to four months’ Festungshaft (detention in a 
fortress).

Tue Late Mr. Suakpe.—We regret to announce the death of Mr, 
Samuel Sharpe, the eminent Oriental scholar. The deceased, who was in bis 
84th year, died on Thureday, the 28ch ult., at his residence, Highbury Place. He 
was for many years an active member of the fitin of Rogers, Olding and Co., 
from which he retired about 20 years ago to devote himself to further study in 
these branches of learning in which he had already gained a reputation. His 
‘* History of Egypt” was published forty years ago. For many yeara past Mr. 
Sharpe's chief interest has been concentrated on the revision of the English 
version of the Old and New Testaments, In this work, and in the elucidation of 
various questions of Biblical histery and criticism, he spent the whole of the 
latter years of a singularly industrious life. His own translation of the Scriptures 
is not without considerable merit. It was re-published this year in a single 
volume with his latest emendations. THe believed that he bad found a key to 


the enigma presented by the inscriptions on the rocks in the Desert of Sinai, and — 


in his work entitled “The Sinaitic Inscriptions,” he has set forth the text, the 


‘interpretation, and the system by which he arrived at it. His name will be 


familiar to our readers as a frequent correspoudent to the Jewish Chronicle on

to University College and School ; bis gifts to those institutions having amounted 
in the aggregate to more than £15,000. As a Unitarian he was active and 
generous in the promotion of the interests of that denomination.

NOTES FROM JERUSALEM.

Scarcely had the German Orphan Asylum been opened when our zealots 
conceiving that something positive ought to be done to meet the threatening 


evil of modern civilisation, resolved to open an orphan asylum of their own, 
True, when the venerable Sir Moses, some years ago, had sent £150 in order | 


that Arabic might be taught in our Talmud Torah, the money had been empha. 


tically repudiated, but now the enemy had entered their very stronghold and wag 
perhaps already sapping quickly its secular walls, For what would become of 
the sweet bread of beggary if young men, nourished with the wholesome idea of 
independence and self-respect, and fully trusting in Israel’s Eternal Protector, 


would step forth loudly to denounce the system of the /aluka, if they, for their 
part, preferred a few pence, earned in the sweat of their brows, to the shillings 


_or pounds indiscriminately lavished upon them? It was greatly to be feared 


that public opinion would become so powerful as to force an able-bodied man 


to work hard for the maintenance of his family and to reserve the alms-mouney 
for the aged, the infirm, and the truly gifted students only. This evil was by 


all means to be obviated, and therefore our rabbis resolved that the ultra-Conger. 
vatives should have an orphan asylum of their own where—horribile dictumit 
was even promised by the statutes that pure German should be taught—it ig 
true in ajseparate room and to two pupils only—but who knows what will be 
the consequences if such dangerous fancies shall become facts? A vreach of 
principle is always dangerous, and I should not wonder if, in the course of time, 
the compauions of these two chosen unfortunates should be infested with the 
unholy German language, and through them the whole Ashkenazim community, 
Imagine what would be the state of things when the venerable Jiidisch: Deutsch, 
that strange compound of ancient German, Hebrew and Polish, should be driven 
from our lips, aud any vulgar idiom of modern Europe in its stead used, Hornble! 
Will religion stand this blow ? Yet I see I have been Jed away by my zeal, per. 
haps not unbecoming in so grand a cause, to overstep the Jimits oftruth. I spoke 
of our rabbis, and I ought to have said, ‘‘ our rabbi,” for we, I mean, of course, 
the Ashkenazim, are directed in this matter, ag indeed in all public mattors, by the 
authority of one man: our prudent and peace-loving Chief Rabbi, R.Samuel Salant, 
who keeps aloof from the turmoil of public life and leaves to others the honour 
and responsibility of standing forth and being zealous for the purity of our holy 


faith. He who took upon himself this grievous burden is the Rev. Rabbi . 


Diskin who goes by the name of the Rabbiof Brisk. This man, who is said to be 
a great Talmudical scholar, and possessed, it appears, of no common ambition, is 
the sole director of our communal affairs. I[ will not, however, speak this time 
of his curious past, 1 shall only add a few words about his latest work. 

The Berlin Asyluaw admits children of a tender age (from 6 to 9 years), in 
order to be able to commence warfare against the inveterate Oriental vices of 


indolence and falsehood. The children are given to understand that cleaoli-. 


ness and love of order are not only compatible with, but are the very conditions 


of a strictly religious life, and they are made to feel that there is nothing more — 
in harmony with our glorious national history and ovr mission upon earth, — 


nothing which ensures success in the long run and beautifies life iu its details 
more than love of truth. me 

The work of our rabbi, on the contrary, is ‘not supported by funds coming 
from withont ; a part of of the “Small Lalua,” the meal tax, and the earnings 
of the orphans themselves, serving to maintain it. The boys are of the age of 13 


- years and upwards and are apprenticed to divers masters, They have their meals 
at the institution on work days ; on the Sabbath they dine in charitable fawilies ; 


in the evening they are said to receive some meagre instruction in our religion. 
There is, no doubt, a good germ in all this; tue class of orphan and forsaken 
boys is numerous, and the funds of the Germa. ixstitution are too small to allow 


them to do good on a larger scale. Some of the boys to whom I spoke, were 


very eager to receive some sccular instruction in evening schools—they would 
be at once sent away if their secret wishes were known to their superiors. 


‘Nevertheless, this undertaking, if directed by honest and upright people, might ue 
prove areal benefit. I hear that it has been reorganized, and that all things are 


changed forthe better. The numerous beggiog letters with which our brethren

Horr Victor Istocey has once more had an opportunity, of which he is so 
fond, to air himself in public. It is trae that he still anbosoms himself once a 
month in his anti-Jewish periodical, but no rational person troubles himself 


about the little publication, and the interest with which the first number was 


greeted did not survive the issue of the second. Serious journals in Hungary 


no longer take any notice of his crazy ideas, and he was thus being threatened 


with oblivion when the occasion arose—and with what eagerness did he avail 
himself of it!—to get himself talked about. | 
It was shortly before the recent elections that, in the little town ef) Raba 
Bereghid, a Jewish inhabitant named Simon Arnstein, during a conversation 
which ia had with several Christians on the subject of [stoczy’s periodical, pub- 
licly declared that whosoever adopted such means to incite hatred against an 
entire religious denomination was a good-for-nothing wretch, who thoroughly 
For using this expression Arnstein was summoned by 
Istoczy before the District Court at Eisenstadt, and on the 23rd ult. the accused 
was found guilty of libel, and besides being punished with a fine, he was ordered 
to pay the costs of the trial. ° Among other grounds which were given for 
arriving at this decision, the Court found that Arnstein had insulted a universally 


‘esteemed individual, and that he must necessarily be guilty since he offered an 


apology to the prosecutor. Against this verdict Arnstein has appealed to the 
highest tribunal of the land in this city. The legal document bas been prepared 
by the advocate Felix Feldmann and sets forth several excellent arguments. 
Besides pointing out some formal, and perhaps fatal, defects in the indictment, 
an unqualified denial was given to the statement that Arnstein had tendered an 
The appellant, it was stated, did not wish to excite any 
agitation in view of the coming elections, and was thus anxious that the dispute 
should be settled peacefully, rather than that by making it a public transaction, 
it should attract the notice of the press, and, through the press, that of the 
country. Farther, it could not be alleged that Istoczy’s honour had been 
insulted, since a man who promoted discord, and who incited the majority of the 
people to hate and persecute an entire section of the population could hardly be 
said to enjoy universal esteem. We are anxious to know whether the Court of 
Appeal will coincide with these views as advanced by Advocate I'vldmann, and 
thus quash the conviction of Herr Arnstein. Meanwhile Istoczy has been 
re-elected as member for Ram in the Hungarian Chamber of Deputies, and it 
therefore becomes difficult for the Judges. of Appeal to declare that a member of 
the Chamber is not a universally respected individual. It is consequently 
expected that the judgment of the Court below will be upheld, as the Court of 
Appeal is placed in a fix and cannot help: itself, 

Still we may ungrudgingly permit Istoczy to enjoy this result ; for, without 


-this he bas of late experienced intense mortification at the handsof Ehetsied Jews 
_who continue to make progress undisturbed by his insignificant proceedings, to 


acquire ever increasing influence, and to give the country constant and fresh 
proofs of their energy and of their genius.

THE MILAN EXHIBITION AND THE JEWS.

MILAN, JULy17, 1881. 
- Having promised you a letter on this magniicent exhibition, I am paying 


- pspecial visit to Milan, and after thoroughly inspecting the show I am ina 


position to assure you that the exhibits from Jews are in many instances of a 


superb character. Of course it will be impossible for me to describe every object © 


that has been sent by our coreligionists, for in such case the present letter would 


assume too great dimensions ; I will merely, and as briefly as possible, touch 


on the most important articles. 
Your readers are probably aware that the exhibition is of a varied character 
and comprises fine arte, industrial, musical and other sections. In the fine 


arte department some of the most remarkable paintings are by Jewish artists — 


such as‘ The Aurora” (Alexander Finzi of Varese, Lombardy), “ A Venetian 
Lake” and “A Venetian Washerwoman ”’ (Sigismonde Coen of Venice), The 
Camel Driver of Tanis” and “ A popular féte on the shores of the Bosphorus ”’ 
(Elio Todescheni of Milan),  Sonvenirs of the River” (Albert Issel of Genoa), 
“The Seine at Marly” and “ The Sea” (S:raphim Tivoli, an Italian who has 
long resided in Paris), “ After Work’. and “Gossip” (Adolphe Belimbau of. 
Leghorn), “ The Messenger of Love in. the East.” a fine picture, (The Senator 
Tullo Vassarani) and “‘On the Bridge ” (Gerome Navarre of Verona). There 
are also several sketches and paintings in water-coloars, which excite the admira- 
tion of every visitor. I hope that your fellow countrymen who are so fond of 
the fine arts, and who have come here in order to see the exhibition, will share” 
our satisfaction at seeing so many Italian Jews devoting themselves to the brush. 

In the industrial department we find some admirable works in turning and 
upholstery of almost inestimable value by the Chevalier Maurice Jung. There 
are also in this section a bedroom decorated with princely richness (exhibited by 
Signor Moise Coen of Leghorn) silken carpets, specimens of needle and paper 
work (exhibited by the antiquary Segre of Turin, the Jewish schools at Rome 
and others), some machines and apparatus by the cclebrated Professor Bhumbroso 
of the University of Turin.

“WIT AND .WISDOM OF LORD BEACONSFIELD,”? 


The title of this work fully indicates its character. The volume will be 


heartily welcomed by the host of admirers of Earl Beaconsfield. We confess, | 


however, to a slight sense of disappointment. The arrangement of some of the 
extracts reminds us of the well-known story of the man who kept a common- 
place book and entered in it this item: ‘ Lord Chief Justice Best—his great 
mind.” Someone into whose hands the book happened to fall, never having 
heard of the great mental acquirements of this judge, turned to the reference 
and found the following : ‘‘ His Lordship said he had a ‘ great mind ' to commit 
the prisoner.” The story is attributed to the invention of Leigh Hunt, who 
first quoted it in the Evaminer and is, unfortunately, but too appropriate in 
connection with such volumes as that now under notice. The selections place 
before us the wit, searching and brilliant, the wisdom, many-sided and discrimi- 
nating, of the late Earl, but there are a few quotations given which we could 


well have spared. This is g fair specimen—under the heading of “Granted” 
the following quotation from a speech in 1864 is given: “I have learnt again 


what I have learnt before, that youshould never take anything for granted,” 
an observation as little worthy to be selected for a place in this volume 


as is the single sentence: quoted under the heading “ Question” : “ Ques- 
tions are always easy.” Despite such commonplace quotations, neither distin- 


guished by their wit or wisdom, the volume before us is, on the whole, very agree- 
able reading and will be treasured as much forits intrinsic valueas for the memory 
of one of the most interesting men who has ever guided the destinies of the 
English empire. Asan inventor of phrases the Earl of Beaconsfield was, perhaps, 
unrivalled. There is scarcely a page of the volume before us but contains at 
least one sentence pregnant with profound thought or sparkling with subtle wit. 
Many of the best examples are from the works of his youth—a proof of the 


genius of the remarkable man who occupies as distinguished and unique position - 


in English literature as he does in the political history of our own time.

A few weeks ago a Jewish merchant living in a town in the province of 
Posen had occasion to do some business with a Christian farmer in a neigh- 
bouring village. The latter, as soon asthe Jew entered his door, severely beat 
him on the head with a stick to punish him for the crucifixion of Jesus by the 
Jews. The poor Jew, being nearly 90 years old, was unable to defend himeelf, 
but his assailailant was subsequently arrested, and being brought before the 
local Correctional Tribunal, was found guilty of assault, and condemued to 12 
months’ imprisonment. And yet there are jouroals who defend not the victims 
but the authors of such cruelties whenever they meet with their well-merited 
punishment. For instance, the Norddeutsche Presse, whilst recently manifesting 
its great joy at the fact that a Christian had violently assaulted a Jewish 
creditor, expressed the opinion, when the assailant was brought to justice, that 
he had cruelly expiated the wrong which he had committed in allowing himself 
to be carried too far by his ardour for the extermination of the Jews. 


The magisterial investigation into the anti-Jewish disturbances at Neu- 
Stettin has elicited the fact thatthe rioters comprised not solely persons belonging 
to the lower claeses, but also several well-to-do citizens. It is expected that a 
very large number of individuals will be brought to trial before the District 
Tribunal at Coslin. Theringleader in the disturbances, Luttosch—the individaal 
who was referred to in the letter published in our last issue as having given rise 
to the riots by his fight with Herr Cohn—has already been arrested on a magis- 
terial warrant. The police of Neu Stettinhave been largely strengthened, but 


- no further excesses are anticipated. 


In Dresden the anti-Semitic faction have scored a real success, In the 
elections for the Saxon Diet, the Conservative and anti-Semitic candidate has 
defeated the former Progressist Deputy, Herr Lehmann, who is a Jew. 


Herr Elias Cohn of Berlin, who in spite of his name is known to bo the 


confidential agent of the Stécker party, was recently arrested in the street for 


having publicly incited the people to attack the Jews. The Isr. Wochenschrift 
pertinently asks why Henrici and other “ Hep! Hep!” criers are allowed to go 
about unmolested and preach at public meetings a crusade against the Jews. 
The anti-Semitic agitators are continually throwing into the teeth of the Jews 
the allegation that they have no patriotic feeling for the land in which tbey 
live and that they look upon themselves as a separate nation. The Kilnische 


Zeitung in a leading article defeuds the Jews from thischarge, and points out. 


that both commou sense and experiences prove that it is impossible for a psople 


which has been scattered for several centuries to remain a distinct nation with 
an actual affection for the fatherland which they have left behind. It is 
rather a remarkable commentary on this aceusation against the Jews that | 


whilst their enemies in Germany stigmatise them as unpatriotic, the Czechs in 
several parts of Moravia (Austria) have circulated placards in which they 


advocate the expulsion of the Jews because they are either Germans or belong

two other settings on pages 112-113. 

The festival portion of the work introduces to our notice the “ Hallels ” and 
the melodies (ancient) peculiar to each festival, all of which have received 
meritorious treatment, the harmonies though excellent and in thorough accord- 
ance with the aire, being devoid of unnecessary cowplications. ‘* Ledovid 
Mizmor "(p. 137), ia one of the most elaborate morceaur in the book, aad is 
very well arranged.

We publish this week accounts of serious excesses directed against the Jews of 


Germany. The anti-Semitic movement has borne its natural fruit: the 
minds of the masses have’been poisoned with cruel calumnies against the 
Jews, and the fanatical passions of the German people have been aroused against 


them. The measures taken by the Government for protecting the Jews 


against the res@lts which, as was clearly seen, would inevitably follow the 
movement, if unchecked, are notoriously insufficient. ‘The rioters will 
no doubt be punished, but the real remedy is to punish’ those who 
instigated the rioters—the Srocxenrs, Henrrors, and others who are the 
real authors of the outrages, although not actual participators in them, 


Ten years ago, when the German people regained its political status 


through the re-establishment of the venerable Empire, an outburst of 


enthusiasm went throughout the length and breadth of the Fatherland. For 
the first time, after long disruption and ignominious weakness, the German 
people were re-united and powerful. A noble desire for the public weal united 
them all into a strong, enthusiastic whole, that was to have its firm and 
immoveable foundation in the peace and concord of its citizens, in the 
promotion of humanity, and of the higher aims of life. All had been: equally 
ready to combine in sacrifices in the fierce struggle: Christian and Jew 
alike had stood shoulder to shoulder as brethren and fellow-citizens.

THE JEWS IN RUSSIA.

ST, PETERSBURG JULY 29, 1881. 

The sad events of which since last spring Southern Russia has been the 
theatre and the Jews the victims, bave once more directed the attention of Europe 
to the intolerable situation of the Jews in this country. To the indignation of 
some organs of the press whose echoes have been hoard in the very walls of | 
parliament, these events were soon succeeded by an admirable movement of 
charity, thanks to which several thousands of unfortunate individuals have been 
able to keep body and soul together, and to fiad means for entering upon a 
better future. Tho desire to become thoroughly acquainted with the causes of 
these occurrences, so strange in our progressive age, has everywhere manifested 
itself, and to this desire I attribute, and I fancy I am not mistaken, the wish 
of the editor of the Jew sh Chronicle to have a special correspondent in Russia. 
Englishmen can have but the faintest idea of the difficulty which Russia 
presents in the way of collecting exact information on Jewish affairs. Jour- 
nalism, even of aspecial character, isas yet initsinfancy. It is not from this 
source that one can fully learn what is transpiring in this vast Empire, Russian 
journals have not, as yet, those numerous connectious throughout the country which 
they require in order to be correctly and promptly informed of current 
events, Even if they had these resources, the Government would undoubtedly 


step in to forbid the publication of unpleasant news. For instance, at Borispol 


(in the Government of Paltava) not far from the town of Kieff, grave disorders 
took place a few days ago when not loss than 300 Jewish families were ruined. 
Nota single journal hay dared to mention the subject. Fires devour entire 
villages inbabited by Jews—fires due, be it remembered, to criminal hands, 
tor Jewish houses alone are burnt down—yet no oone speaks of them.

becomes worse for the Jews—the most prolific of all races. Tho accusation that 


they remsin isolated, and that they do not mix with the dominant popalation, — 
recoils entirely on the legislation which places tbe Jews in such a condition as _ 
_to oblige them to live exclusively amongst themselves. — | 


This legislation is an inheritance of olden times. Until the last century 
Russia did not kaow the Jews, or at least did not tolerate them there. When 
the Polish provinces became. united to the Empire, the Jews who were established 
in those provinces passed under the rule of Russia. Later on, and in order to 


of the most absolute religious intolerance, remains in force even at the present 
moment. All the measures which since then have to a slight extent lightened 
the situation of the Jews have been, almost solely, dictated by fiscal interests or 
by regard for the interests of the Christian population. From the poiat of view 
of natural rights, as well as from that of civil and political rights, this 
obsolete legislation is filled with shocking iniquitiés and anomalies, and it cannot 
fail at every moment to remind the Jews, but more especially their Christian 
fellow-subjccts, that Jews belong to a race scarcely tolerated and certainly not 
protected. The limits of this letter would be overstepped if I were to cite all 
the articles in the Russian code which were specially enacted to lower the Jew 


in his own eyes and in those of his privileged fellow-subjects. Proceeding on 


the principle that the Jew enjoys no rights save those which the law expressly 
accords him, the codes contain such strange enunciations as the followiag: 
The Jew ‘bas the right treely to dispose of his fortune, to acquire free 
hold property (this right is, however, not entirely enjoyed in the provinces 
assigned to them), and to eng°ge in agriculture, commerce, divers trades and 
industrial pursuits. The Jew who distinguishes himself by his labours or by 
his knowledge may be rewarded by means of titles or decorations. Jewish 
children may receive education in public schools with children of the Orthodox 
faith. The Jew may establish manufactories. He may offer up his prayers 
in common with his coreligionists, &c., &c. 

In speaking of the Jewish faith, the law does not scruple to describe it as 
a false religion. The Orthodox Russian who becomes converted to Judaism 
renders himself liable to.criminal punishment; he is only liable to be fiaed if he 


_ chooses another religion. For the acts of civil life, majority is fixed by the law 


at 18 or 21 years. When a Jewish lad declares that he wishes to become a 
Christian, he need only be 14 years old in order that his will may prevail over 
that of his parents. In the event of a separation between a Jewish husband 
and wife, oneof the parties has only to become a Christian and the law will 
confide to the convert the custody of any children of the marriage who may 
stitl be under age. The law (though it is not observed in practice) forbids the 
Jew to employ Christian domestic servants. He may not settle on the Western 


frontier of Russia (although this frontier is situated in the proviaces which are 
assigned to him), unless it be at a distance of 50 kilometres. For the law pre- — 


supposes every Jew, even if he be a rabbi, to be a smuggler. The Jew not only 
pays allthe taxes demanded from Russian subjects, but several additional 
taxes in his capacity of a Jow, and Jewish communities are held responsible for 


taxes which cannot be recovered from their poor. They are equally respon- 


sible for Jewish recruits who fail to report themselves. — ate! 
Add to all these iniquities and all these restrictions of the law the facts 


that the public services are actually closed to the Jews, and that the spirit of 


thia legislation inspires public functionaries of every grade to inculcate them 
into the minds of the general population, and you will be able to form an idea 
of the deplorable situation in which the Jews are placed. A sentiment of con- 
tempt and ridicule is entertained for these unfortunate creatures, and to ill-treat 


a Jew appears to be an agreeable task to the legislator, that is to say to the — a 
Government. This accounts for the almost incredible readiness with which os

Petersburg 
on Tuesday, gives the following particulars: A local account states that dariog 
the anti Jewish disturbances at Borispol, in the province of Poltowa, the rioters 
threw stones and missiles at the soldiery, injuring several of the latter severely. 
An officer of gensdarmes was struck down by blows from a crowbar, and barely 
escaped with his life. A volley fired over the heads of the mob was received 
with shouts of derision. The officers in command, fearing the consequences of 
delay, gave directions to charge the crowd and that the soldiers should use their 
The Jews of Kieff, for the purpose of avoiding the orders issued for their 
eviction, are taking refuge in barges on the River Daieper.

The affair at 
once assumed more serious proportions, bat subsequently several hundred arrests

A horrible crime is reporjed by the Golos to have been perpetrated in the 
neighbourhood of Schelesnoje, a village situated at a distance of three versts 
from Wassilkow, in the Government of Kieff. Near this village there stands in 
an isolated spot an inn which is kept by a Jew, named Mordko Rykelmann, 
Daring the night, some few weeks ago, a knocking was heard at the door of the 
inn and some voices were heard demanding admission. Mordko looked out of 


' the window, and as he saw before him a band of peasants armed with cudgels 


he refused to admit them. The peasants then burst open the door, rushed through 
the various rooms, aod began a murderous attack on the several members of the 
household. The aged father of the innkeeper was first killed, and then his wife 
and six -children became the victims of tho ruffians. During tho confusion 
Rykelmann himself managed to escape to Wassilkow, whence he soon returned 
with assistance. When he and the soldiers entered the house they found nothing 
but the corpses of his family, the entire house having been plundered of its 
contents. ‘The murderers appeared to have made preparations for setting the 
house on fire, but in this they were prevented by the approach of the soldiers. 
During the same night nine peasants were caught ia the act of dividing some of 
the stolen property and were lodged in prison. At the desire of the Governor- 
General of the province the accused persons will be tried by the Military Court. 

The Golos declares the reports which have appeared in foreign journals of 
outrages against the Jews in Dinaburg to be entirely without foundation. — 

A St. Petersburg correspondent of the Jiidische Presse of Berlin directs 
attention to the large number of conflagrations which have recently occurred ia 
several parts of Russia, and attributes these fires to the machinations of a secret 
society. . In support of his statement the writer mentions that in every town 
where these conflagrations broke out there isa numerous Jewish population. 

The Government of Tschernigow has petitioned the Minister of the Interior 
to permit Jews to reside freely in any part of Russia. General Ignatieff has 
replied that in view of the excited state of the population the present time 
is not opportune for such a change, but he declared himself to be in thorough 
accord with the principle embodied in the petition. He has asked the several 
Governments for information as to the numerical proportions between Jews and 
Christians, and his Excellency promises not to lose sight of any ‘favourable 
opportunity that may arise.

Secretary of State for the Fine Arts, has asked the Chamber of Deputies fora credit 
of 130,000 francs to enable him to purchase the valuable and only collection of Chal- 
daic antiquities belonging to the French Vice-Consul at Bassorah. The collection 
will finda home in one of the galleries at the Louvre.—Baron James de Rothschild 
is about to issue a magnificent work, dedicated to the city of Paris, in the prepara- 
tion of which he has secured the cv-operation of some of the most celebrated men in 
France. Politics, literature, science and fine arts will bo represented in the work, 
which will be illustrated by upwards of 700 etchings, 


AvUSTRIA-HUNGARY.—Tae Austrian Minister of Justice has issaed an order to 
the local authorities throughout the country which savours somewhat of olden 
times.

CONCLUSION, 

Now that we have commemorated with due aonour the names of the noble Army of 
Martyrs of Numburg, and spoken with unavoidable disgust of the dastardly conduct of 
their persecutors, let us turn for'‘a moment to a brighter side of the picture, and mention 
with. well-merited admiration the names of some of those Christians who opposed them- 


: belves to such barbarities. For even in those ages, when religious zeal was in most cases 
only a mask for lawlessness and rapacity, there were some noble spirits which rose superior — 
to the narrow prejudices and mean interests of their times, and raised their. voices in oppo- 
sition. to decrees of persecution and slaughter, and endeavoured to control the outbursts of - 
popular fury against the Jews. Let them ever be remembered with honour, for they were 
as lights shining in dark places; they were men who endeavoured to quit themselves a 
men in a place. where there were no men (see Aboth ii, 5).

the great sea of learning, and are rarely of sufficient value to deserve more than 
passing notice. Yet it isthe laudable German custom for an author not to wait 


till he bas materials enough for a volume, and very often some most valuable 


results are put before the world in pamphlet form. The specimens before y 
are of both classes, as we shall hint or indicate in our remarks on each. 


We may commence our list with a pamphlet which is the most remote ip 
date, in place of origin, and, probably to most of our readers, in language, In 
his “La Verita: studio sulla pretesi attinenze dell’ Israelitismo colla religions 
degl’ Indu” (The Truth : a study of the supposed connection of Judaism with 


the religion of India. Trieste, 1877), Signor 8. Jona has taken upon himself the 


somewhat gratuitous task of proving that the fundamental truths of Jadaism 
are not borrowed from Buddhism, because some thinkers have ventured the — 
assertion that Christianity is indebted to that source for’ most of its distinctive 
tenets. Wescarcely observe the sequitur ; even if Christianity were proved to 
be directly derived from the theoiogy of the Zulus, no conclusions could follow 


80 many centuries previous to the appearance of Christianity upon the sceno. 
Signor Jona makes some attempt to connect his subject with an earlier date by 
a reference to the dualistic theories of Persia, and gives an interesting account 
of the development of the emanation theory. A few desultory remarks on the 
exact nature of the Jewish views of the deity conclude this essay, which is at 
once too vague, too ambitious, and too inconsequent to be of any great value. 


The next item on our list transports us to Russia, the land where Hebrew 
appears to be still a living language. In OW? O VLA 
(St. Petersburg, 1881), we have an “ Annual’’ composed entirely in Hebrew, 
mostly by extracts from the Hebrew periodical Hamelit:. It contains quite as 
miscellaneous an assortment of articles as any aonual in a more modern 
language. First comes an almanack for the year 5641, with the names of 
Christian holidays added in Russian, sv that the purchasers may know when 
there will be general holidays and fasts. Then follows a table containing a 
full list of places all over the world with their variation in time from St. Peters- 
burg, among which we observe DINYIINN, the 
last two of which we can submit to our readers as a puzzle. Coming to the purely 
literary portions of the annual, we bave an excellent discussion of the relations 
of Maimonides to Aristotle by R. Joseph Smilg, a novelette by Mr. Gordon, 
ove of the most eminent stylists of Russia, an historical essay on an obscure 
é6pisode in Polish history by Professor Harkavy, and previously unpublished 
communications from Letteris and Pinsker.

Mr. Nugee very shrewdly observes that 
however unlikely a return would be of the Jews of England, France, and the 
United States, it would be a decided advantage to the Jews of Russia and of 
Roumania, and that in the dismemberment of Turkey a favourable opportunity 
is sure to arise. It is interesting to encounter such anxiety for our political
